SAN; LUIS OBESPO, Cali. 
April 10.—By a strange twist 
of fate, five tanks containing 
65,000 barrels of oil each, 
situated in the center of the 
“oll inferflo” which has been 
raging on the Union Oil com- 
pany’s tahk farm since last 
Wednesday, were found un- 
harmed when the smoke liit- 
ed this morning. 

Ofl company officials were 
Jubilant, but only for a few 
minutes. Two of the huge 
tanks exploded, bringing the 
total number of tanks on fire 
to 27. Officials and _ fire 
fighters said the remaining 
three tanks could not escape 
the ‘flames. 

The company’s loss of its 

tank farm, the largest in the

HONOLULU ERUPTION

HONOLULU, April 10.—The his- 
toric volcato Maunaloa, was in 
eruption tonight. Lava casting its 
red glow as it shot high into the 
air, was séen for the first’ fime at 
3 ’clock this morning by a survey 
party at Hale Akala rest house. 

The outbreak apparently con- 
centrated at a point three miles 
southwest of the summit. It ter- 
minated in a huge fountain from 
which the lava shot skyward.
